Iniuna's New Amendments. 


The malt of the recent special elec- 


tion in Indiana on the question of tbe 
new amendment* to tbe state constitu- 
tion wu their adoption by a very large 
majority, and they are now, to all in- 
tents and purposes, a part of the organic 
law of the state. The six amendments 
are as follows: 


Number 1 providse that voters shall 


tuve resided in the state for six months, 
in the township sixty days and in the 
ward or precinct thirty days immediate- 
ly preceding an election. 


Numbers 2 and 4 strike out tbe word 


"white" in the constitution and the 
clause which forbids negroes from vot- 


ing. 


Number 3 changes tbe time of the 


atate election from October to Novem- 
ber, and authorizes the legislature, in 
"its discretion, to provide for the election 
ot judges at special elections. 


Number 4 provides for tbe grading 


of fees and salaries according to popu- 
lation and service required. 


Number 5 gives the legislature power 


to establish supplementary courts. 


Number 6 prohibits any city, town, 


county or township from ever going in- 
to debt for any purpose to an amount 
exceeding 2 per cent, on the value of 
its taxable propel ly.

Dec»tur has ever had a due apprecia-

the question of gravel walks has been 
prominently brought before the public 
through the inaugural ot oar re-elected 
mayor, it is now in place for all who msy 
to desire to express an opinion of such 
walks 
With all due respect to the opin 


ion of our worthy miy.<r, (our corres 
pondent believed il can be safety asserted 
that, instead of having had s, fair trial, 
there has not been a single public gravel 
walk made by the city 
The walks bear- 


ing the name are little el«« than carica- 
tures, and ho.d about the ssme relation 
to t true gravel walk as a pavement m«de 
from salmon brick bears to one made of 
bard-burned brick. It is scarcely saying 
too much to sute ln»t u*r present so- 
called gravel walk* are enough lo raise 
the suspicion that, in their construction, 
the object was not s» much to succeed is 
it was lo throw discredit on that mode of 
making walks. 


Before abandoning the idea of gravel 


walks let the city construct »t least one 
such walk as an experiment, and lei il be 
made of such material a« the n»m-; im- 
plies—grave I. Let the subsurface drain- 
age be as perfect as would b* required in 
the makine of a good brick sidewalk. Let 
the walk be sufficiently high, well raised 
in its center, or sufficiently sloped to- 
wards the street gutter. Let there be a 
good foundation of coarse gravel, brick- 
bats, broken fragments of tile or other 
suitable material. Upon this well-drained 
foundation pul at least four Inches of 
gravel, all of which should be well packed 
and beaten down. It may be possible 
that our gravel will fail to pack as solidly 
as the gravel of some other local ities, but 
such a possibility should not deter onr 
city authorities from attempting to make 
gravel walks a success. 


Bidewalks being an indinpenslble ne- 


cessity in a city, their cost, durabilily, 
safety, and suitablsness will ever remain 
questions worthy of the sober and earnest 
th.mghtof city authorities. As compared 
with walks made of board* or.brick, grav- 
el walks have the advantage in cost arid 
durability. With respect to safety they 
have tbe advantage of the common board 
walk. The point to settle is whether 
they can be mide suitable walks, and to 
undertake to settle this matter without 
having first constructed a gravel walk, 
will not be satisfactory to many. Apply 
the same rules in testing their suitable- 
ness as you would in other like Improve- 
ments, and tho friends of gravel walks 
will be satisfied with the results. 


Not claiming that common gravel walks 


are as sightly or as suitable for general 
use as atone, or a good wick pavement, 
your correspondent fully agrees with our 
mayor in recommending brick sidewalks 
for the business portion of our city.
